will not cease. The wants of the poor should 
bo attended to by Iho Aldermen of, nnd at 
thn oxpunsa of the Ward in which they re- 
side. For thoy being acquainted with their 
neighbors nnd constituents, can best guard 
against impositions, nnd most convenient!) 
attend to the wantH of their 
unfortunate 


neighbors. Farther— each Ward should take 
care of its own poor, for the reason thnt it is 
to n great extent responsible for tho pauper- 
ism created _within its limits. If a Ward

HIGH LIOAL DECISION ON THE LIQUOR 


TRAFFIC.—There are those desiring to see 
the power of tho liquor traffic cut short, who 
at tho same timo, arc not wholly clear as to 
tho extent to which tbat traffic may. bo re 
strictcd by law. 
Tho following written opih 


ions of members of tho United < States: Su 
nrcmo Court—tbo highest judicial* authority 
known among us—as to tho power of the spv 
eral States to control tho sale of intoxicatinj 
liquors within their limits, settle this question 
It will be seen that the decision embraces al 
thu Judges of the Court, including the Chic 
Justice: 


Chief Justico Taney snid, "If nny Stal 


deems the retail and internal traffic in nrdcn 
spirits injurious to its citizens, I sec nothing 
in the constitution to prevent it from prohibit 
ing it altogether." 


Mr. Justico MuLonn said, " No person can 


introduce into a community a mnligmint dis 
cnae, or anything wliiuli contaminates its mor 
nls or endangers its safety," 


Mr. Justice Ciitron said, "If tho Slate ha 


the power of restraint by license* lo any ex 
tent, she has thu discretionary power to judgi 
of its limits, and mny go to tbu length of pro 
hibiting sales altogether." 


Mr' Justice D.iniel nnid of imports tha 


are cleared of nil control of thu government 
" They are like all other property of tho cili 
z«n, whether owned by the importer or hii 
vendee, or may havo been purchased by hogs 
heads, casks or bottles." 
In answering the 


argument that the importer purchases tin 
right to cell when he pays duties to govern 
munt, Mr. Daniel continues to nay, " No sucl 
riyht is pnrchnscd by the importer; liocmino 
purchnse from Iho (jovornroent thnt which i 
could not insure; in him, a aahi indcpcnduiill} 
of thu laws and policy of tho Stato." 


And Mr. Justice Griernaid, "It is not nac 


cjMnry to array the npnlling stalistics of mis 
cry, pauperism und crime, which have then 
origin in thu use and abuse of ardent spirit*.-" 
Tlfe police power, which is exclusively in the 
streets, is alone compet>;nt lo tho correction o' 
these profit evils, and all measures of restraint 
or prohibition necessary to effect thu purpose, 
tire within the acopo of that authority." 


LAND MONOPOLY.—The suggestions 
o 


Gov. FAHWELL in relation to the grant of go 
vurmnont land.-t lo incorporated companies to 
nid in works of internal improvement, arc foun 
di'd in considerate wisdom. The nccuniulnli 
oil of lands in thu bunds of speculators, itt m 
evil which has retarded the prosperity or our 
State more than uny other. 
Thn lands thin 


held draw their me re use in vnluo directly (Von 
(he labor of thu settler, in improving the coun- 
try and making them available, und operates 
as tin onerous and unjust tax upon the labor 
of tliu country, for thu benefit of capital, pre- 
cisely like the protective larifl', which the Go- 
vernor recommends. It mny be urgued that 
the lands will bo sold immediately, at govern- 
ment price, for the mi'nns necessary to carrj 
on the work. This may bo or mny not be 
depending entirely upon tlm intercut or ca- 
price of the stock-holder. 


_It gives a control, an absolute power to in- 


dividuals over the public domain which thould 
exist only in tho government, to be dispensed 
upon equal and equitable principle!*1 without 
favor or wrong to any. Appropriations of a 
gur.oral character (o actual si-.ttlers, we think 
would add much more to the general prospe- 
rity of tho State, than tho donations proposed 
to companies. The Governor's view of this 
subject is thu democratic ono nnd wu honor 
him for expressing it
